Cash prizes and the chance to prepare a work sample are the incentives for a stu- 
dent poster contest to be judged during “The Revolution in General Aviation,” a conference 
will to be held June 14-16 on the campus of Oregon State University. General aviation refers 
to all aviation other than military and the airlines. 

The poster session, which will take place at the La Sells Stewart Center on cam- 
pus, is open to full-time college students, who should bring their completed poster with them 
to the conference. Participants will be given an area six feet wide by four feet high to display 
their work. Pre-assembled posters, large single-spaced posters, or individual sheets can be 
mounted in the poster area where they will be judged. 

Topics for the posters include: current and future developments in general avia- 
tion aircraft design; general aviation avionics; human factors in general aviation; general avia- 
tion and training; general aviation airports; general aviation and rural development; general 
aviation and economic development; general aviation careers; and general aviation in con- 
gested airspace. 

Awards of $250/$150/$100 will be offered in each of two categories: lower divi- 
sion undergraduates (first and second year), and upper division undergraduates and graduate 
students. Each school may nominate up to four student presenters for free conference regis- 
tration (including two dinners and one luncheon). The number of awards will be determined 
by conference space and budget.

Eligible students who are committed to their college education will be of- 
fered free academic and support services. 


Some of the services provided are:
